LOSS ON BOTH SIDES ENORMOUS. 



Bnssians Alone Had 15,000 VVoanded 
and Are ficinir Taken to Mak^ 
den From All Directions. 



In Number of Fatalities the Four Days' 
Engagement Ranks as Onk of 

the Bloodiest Battles in the 

World's History. 



London, Oct. 15.— The Daily Chroni- 
cle's correspondent at Yentai, tele- 
graphing on October 18 via Fusan. Oc- 
tober 14, says: "The Russian attack 

failed everywhere and they are In full 
retreat along the whole line, pursued 
by the Japanese. Thirty Russian guns 
vere captured. The Japanese turning 
movement Is pressing the Russians 
back to Mukden. The Russians made 
16 counter attacks with splendid bra- 
veiy. sacrificing themselves freely but 

tmavuiliniily." 

A dispatch to a news agency from 
Mukden, timed 2 p. m. Friday, and re- 
ceived by way of Paris, says the Jap- 

finese have gained a great victory and 
thru the Russian lines are withdraw- 
ing slowly northward, havinj^ suffered 
heavy losses. The battle continues 
and dispatches are strictly censored. 
, Mukden, Oct. 15.— The fighting rag- 
ed Friday with the same bitterness as 
on the previous days of the engage- 
ment and the rtsult is still in the bal- 
ance. The losses on lioili sidt s are 
onormouB, that of the Russians being 
16,000 wounded. Wounded soldiers 
.116 being brought in from all direc- 
tions. The roads are crowded with 
long trains of wagons, baggage and 
transport wagons, as well as ambu- 
lances being pressed into s< i vice, even 
Chinese two-wheeled carts filling the 
mandate of the military. Men afoot 
are limping in, using their guns as 
crutches, the less severely wounded 
supporting their comrades, after a 
first aid dressing on the firing line. 
Even across the fields you meet them, 
taking the shortest and straightest 
road for help and shelter. It is the 
iiK sf pitiful feature of the bloody 
(liaina being enacted at the front, 
when, stiffening with wounds, pain- 
racked bodies sink to the roadside aft 
er the support of the danger and glory 
of tlie active flfbt have been with- 
drawn. 

In the distance the sounds of battle 
are still plainly ht ard. The rain baa 
ceased and the sun is shining serenely. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 15.— The great 
feeling of concern which existed in 
high circles in the Russian capital Fri- 
day night by no means equals the fore- 
boding of coming disaster pervading 
the general public which is indulging 
In the deepest pessimism. 

In the absence of official news the 
public is feeding on the wildest rumors 
of defeat suffered by Oen. Kuaopatkln. 
The fact that no word regarding the 
battle has been officially given out 
only confirms the popular fear. 

Dispatches from the front give a 
vivid picture of the desperate charac- 
ter of the fighting along the whole 
line. The Russian plainsmen have 
bten forced to engage in hill fighting, 
which Is little to their liliine. There 
have been desperate and repeated at- 
tacks on almost inaccessible positions, 
which leave no question of the resolu- 
tion and gallantry of the Russian 
forces. Guns have been captured and 
itcaptured in fierce hand-to-band 
fights, while a pitiless downpour of 
rain, the inevitable accompaniment of 
a great battle, has flooded the trenches 
and drenched both armies without al- 
laying the desperate conflict. 

The latest word directly from the 
field of battle is a .Mukden dispatch 
In which it Is stated that 15,000 R-iis- 
sians had been wounded which, to- 
gether with Friday's casualties, would 
make the total probably exceed the 
figures of Llao Yang, and make the 
fight rank as one of the bloodiest bat- 
tles in history. A pitiable feature is 
the coining of thousands of wounded 
to Mukden. The' roads and fields are 
covered with crippled men dragging 
themselves to the shelter of the hos- 
pitiils. the wounded helping each oth- 
t r as f"w able bodied men are l)einR 
spared from the fighting line.

Proposed Aiiieiulniont to Divorce 
Canon Rpjeoted by tlif Epis- 
copal Uoose of Deputies. 



HOUSE OF BISHOPS MAY YET ACT. 



Present Law Allows the Remarriage 
of the Innocent Party to a Divorce 
Granted For Infldelity. 



Practically the Whole Strength of the 
Middle Western SUtes Declared 
For the Proposed Reform 
In the Church. 



. Boston, Oct. 15. — The house of depu- 
ties of the Bpisoopai general conven- 
tion at the close of a four days' debate 

Friday rejected an amendment to the 

divorce canon, which sought to pre- 
vent the remarriage of divorced per- 
sons by clergymen of the denomina- 
tion. While the house of bishops may 
yet act on tbe question it is certain 
that no change will be made by the 
present convention. 

The presint law of the church which 
has been in operation since IS'.io al- 
lows the remarriage of the innocent 
party to a divorce granted for infidel- 
ity. At several conventions attempts 
have 1)( en made to repeal this law 
and w hen a votf was tal<» n Friday by 
the h()us(- of (Icimties sitting as a com- 
mittee of the whole, on the question 
of reporting the proposed amendment 
to the house itself, the reformers were 
successful by a vote of 214, to 191, and 
this vote was regarded as ri'iir* s»'nt- 
ing the actual strength of the contend- 
ing forces. 

The final vote, however, was taken 
by dioceses and orders, and where a 
diocese was evenly divided in senti- 
ment, its strength was counted in the 
negative. The vote by dimcses was 
clerical for the amendment, 30; 
against. 21; divided, 10. 

Lay vote for, 25; against, 24; divid- 
ed, 16. 

Practically the entire ptr< np:h < t 
the middle western states, the sinug- 
hold of the lii!;h church party, declar- 
ed for the proposed reform, but the 
Pacific states and a number of the 
southern states voted against a cltange 
of the present canon. The diocese of 
New York oppos<>d the ainrndrnent 
while that of I'ennsylvania favored it. 
In New England, Vermont, New Hanip- 
sbore and Western Massachusets vot- 
ed for a change, as did the lay depu- 
ties from Rliode Island. The clerical 
deputies from Maine favored the 
amendment, but the votes of Conntcti- 
cut and Massachusetts were cast in 
the negative.

His Annual Report to the Navy De- 
partment Made Publis. 

Washington, Oct. 15 — In his annual 
report, made public at the ravy de- 
partment Friday, the surgeon general 
t)f the navy, Rr. Adm. P. 1<. Rixey, sub- 
mits the following estimates: 

For improvement of the hospital at 
the navy yard, Washington, Isn.noO; 
naval hospital, Sitka. Alaska, |lo,oo(i; 
renovation present hospital, Norfolk 
additions, $200,000; renewal present 
hospital buildings and erection of 
quarters for medical staff, naval hos- 
pital. Pinsacola, J.W.doo; acr|ulsition 
Rddiiional land adjacent to naval hos- 
pital, Yokohama, Japan, $3,000. 

Recommendation also is made for a 
naval ho.^^pital at the naval station, 
Charleston, and one at the naval sta- 
tion, Olongapo. 

Among other reconunendations the 
surgeon general includes one for 
change of title of medical offlcers and 
asks for legislation to make the fol- 
lowing changes: In place of surgeon 
general, siw>;f(iri admiral; and in the 
other grades, medical director to be- 
come surgeon captain; medical inspec- 
tor, surgeon commander; surgeon, 
surgeon lieutenant commander; pass- 
ed assistant sm;-('on, surgeon lieuten- 
ant and assistant surgeon, surgeon 
lieuttnant (junior grade). The sur- 
geon general renews his recommenda- 
tion for employment of women train- 
ed nurses in the medical department 
of the navy and reiterates nearly all 
the recommendations which failed of 
attention by congress last year. 

AN OCEAN TRAGEDY. 



Schooner Struck on a Bar and a Dozen 
Persons Perished.

On board, so 
far as known, were the captain, his 
wife and three children, and a crew of 
sevin men.

WONDBRFUL SATURN. 



itpleadid Opportonity Tbis Neath ta View 
the Riags at This Nysteriaaa 
PiaieL 



If vou have never seen tbe rings of 
the magnificent planet Saturn, remem- 
ber this month ad'otds an exceptionally 
fine opportunity of viewing the myater- 
ious heavenly body, it b^g avenlag atar 
daring October. 

Satam now hangs conspicoonaly in 
the ."Southern sky. His rings never ap- 
pear more beautiful than at their pres- 
ent inclination, as year by year they 
cloee up finally to stand edgewiae to the 
earth and thaa become invisible. 

The best time to indulge in tbia optical 
feast ia between 9 and 10 o'clock for this 
latitude. 

The rings are now in( line ! about six- 
teen degreea to our line of sight, so that 
they appear in thefbrm of a narrow oval, 
with the enclosed ball of tbe planet pro- 
Jectii^g on either side. 

A small telescope or an extra powerful 
opera glass will bring the rings into view. 
If you have neither, hunt up some one 
who has, or l>etter Itill, patronhte the 
street astronomer, if you happen upon 
him while in the city. A good look will 
amply repay you for your trouble. Tbe 
writer took his drat peep at that wonder- 
fal world many years ago throtigh such 
an instrument and the impressions then 
received have never been erased from 
hia memory. 

Saturn revoves around the sun in a lit- 
tle under twenty-nine and one-half years, 
at a mean distance of 896,000,000 miles. 
Its diameter is about 7",000 miles. The 
apparently little rings seen through the 
glaaa are almctgt 175,000 miles acroaa.
